Desire for Cordial' Relation 


"I think, as President Coolidge 


does." he said, "that there Is a great 
desire 
to maintain cordial rela- 


tions. It is not only possible, but. 
easy to reach an amicable settle- 
ment, and using Mr. Cooltdge's own 
words, as carried by the newspa- 
pers, I believe that the two. coun- 
tries should comport themselves In 
such a way that their friendly re- 
lations are not impaired." 


Asked his 
opinion relative to 


President Coolidge's mention of the 
origin 
of the difficulties 
with 


Mexico, President Callea declared: 


"I believe he spoke of 
claims 


which over a lonl series of fifty 
years were referred to as damages, 
either as regards American lives or 
property, which, duexprincipally to 
revolutionary acts, have been, and 
will be, judged by general and spe- 


l claims- commissions which are 


functioning. 


Origin of Difficulties Traced 
"According to the 
newspapers 


version 
of 
President 
Coolidge's 


speech, he traces the origin of the 
itensificatlon of difficulties to pro- 
mulgation by the Mexican govern- 
ment of laws which Washington 
considered as confiscation. 
Fortu- 


nately, due to correct understand- 


and exact comprehension of our 


purposes and the scope of those 
laws, 
President Coolidge 
in his 


speech showed- a thorough under- 
standing that Mexico never pro- 
posed, and never will propose, to 
confiscate foreign poreprty. As I 
clearly explained It at every oppor- 
tunity, tlie policy and its expres- 
*iou by the laws had neither the 
spirit nor intention of confiscation. 


"There may have been, there may 


continue to be, divergencies of In- 
terpretations of a technical nature 
in studying those law, not so much 
us regards practical results which 
(lie laws,.may produce, but as, the 
ideologic conception which has giv- 
en them life. 
But application' of 


those, lw£s translated Into faqts 
iaye nof resulted, nor db we Intend 
:hat.it .shall result, In material in- 
jury tq the principles Invoked, 


Threat of Confutation Trouble 
'"We think exactly as Mr. Cool- 
dge does, that stripped of all.tech- 
nicalities and of legal discussion, 
he principal difficulties which' bur 
;overnment has with that of the 
United States 
is the 
supposed 


threat of confiscation, and on this 
principal diffefence I think I have 
been absolutely clear. 


"Regarding the expropriation of 


agricultural lands, which has been 
made by our government, Mexico 
itts never denied compensation nat- 
urally with the government's pow- 
er, having regard to the economic 
situation. It is very satisfactory 
for me to note tfiat Mr. Coolidge 
remembers that the American gov- 
ernment, agreed to accept bonds is- 
sued by the Mexican government 
n payment for damages admitted 
by the respective commissions in 
cases in which lands were taken for 
division." 


Awed his opinion on the arbitra- 


tion question, Preside.nl (Jallea de- 
clared- that Mexico at the present 
time had two commissions to ar- 
bitrate with the United 'States, and 
in generaj principles Mexico always 
had been and would be, a partisan 
to.-such remedy.
